More Preparations 


In March and April 1984, more Press Releases covering Coin Week 

and the Regina Coin Club's role therein were written and sent to 
all southern Saskatchewan newspapers, and to TV and radio stations 
in this half of the Province. Many recipients of these releases 

are known to have fallen in with the RCC's request that they 
publicize the Club's activities for the benefit of numismatists in 
their local communities who might wish to head for Regina to attend 
some of the planned events. 


Coin Week in Regina 


What events did the Club have lined up ? 


They can best be described under three main categories. These were, 
in chronological order 
i) Information tables situated in Regina shopping malls 
during late night shopping hours (Thursday, 19th. April, 
5 prt. = 9 D.th.) 
ii) Annual Spring Coin and Stamp Show, Seven Oaks Motor Inn, 
(Saturday Zist. and Sunday 22nd. Agri) 
and iii) Coin Week North America Auction Sale, Plains Motor Hotel, 
(Saturday 2ist. April commencing at 3.30 pin.) 


Information tables were set up and manned in three malls - the 
Golden Mile (southern part of the city), the Victoria Square Mall 
(eastern Regina) and the Northgate Mall (northern Regina). The 
purpose of the tables was to focus public attention on the Regina 
Coin Club, the services it offers to’ €od1llectGere in particular and 
to the community at large, and the achievements it has made in 
recent years. Small displays of coins and of numismatic literature 
were set out. Brochures, auction catalogues, and reminder notices 
about the Club's weekend show were distributed to passers-by. Coin 
Week badges were sold to anyone interested in them. Enquiries about 
all aspects of the hobby of numismatics and about the Regina Coin 
Club were answered. Attendants at all three Information table 
locations reported that Regina's late-night shoppers had shown 
considerable interest in learning more about numismatics. 


The Spring Coin and Stamp Show at the Seven Oaks Motor Inn, Regina, 
was well attended by both dealers (24 of whom had rented a total 


of 28 tables; the Regina Coin Club took another table where its 
members were able to grade and/or identify coins brought by Show 
visitors and where some of the Club's awards were displayed) and 
by the public (363 adult paid admissions, 76 free admissions to 
children of 16 years of age and younger; of the 363 adults who 
attended, 252 were from Regina; most of the remainder were from 
rutal areas of the Province) despite the event's being held over 


Easter. Public attendance figures were substantially lower (by 


about 150) than the RCC's Spring and Fall Shows of recent years, 


NATIONAL COIN WEEK IN REGINA, SASKATCHEWAN, CANADA

Introduction 


Nattonal Cotn Week, also referred to as Coin Week North Amertca, 
Was enthusiastically celebrated in various different ways by many 
of Regina's numismatists. Several business organizations, in 
particular those connected with the news media and with shopping 
mall administration, gave much valuable support to the Regina 
Coin Club's promotions of the hobby it represents. 


Preparations initiated 


Cotn Week 1984 for the Regina Club began in late 1983 with the 
booking of a hotel showroom for the RCC's Spring Show, scheduled 
to bring Coin Week to a climactic ending, and with designing the 
Club's third annual Coin Week North America pin-backed badge. 
Immediately the badge design was completed, arrangements were made 
for the badge to be manufactured. Then Press Releases were written 
and mailed to major North American publishers of numismatic 
newspapers and magazines. 


At about the same time (January 1984), a 12-page brochure entitled 
REGINA COIN CLUB - General Informatton (tneludtng a preliminary 
etreular about the Canadtan Numtsmatie Assoctatton's 1985 Annual 
Conventton) and Sehedule of Events 1984 was written, edited, 
typeset, printed, collated and stapled (5000 copies), and was then 
sent to all ANA-affiliated clubs (numbering some 750 - 800). This 
was an expensive undertaking for the Club, costing about $1250 
Canadian, but was deemed by the RCC Executive to be an essential 
part of the organization's promotion of the hobby and of the 1985 
CNA Annual Convention. 3 


Coin Week Badges 


Response for the Regina Coin Club's Coin Week badge (in answer to 
articles that had been printed in Coin World, The Numismatist, the 
Canadian Numismatic Journal, World Coin News, Coins and Canadian 
Coin News etc., through Order Forms that were a part of the 1984 
Information brochures, through personal invitations made to 
badge-buyers of previous years, and through local sales) was good, 
but not spectacular. Total sales amounted to $941.18 Canadian, 
made up of sales worth $492.38 to source in the U.S.A. (in 29 
states) and $448.80 to Canadian sources (in 7 provinces). 
Manufacturing and postage costs were thus covered, but no profits 
were realized. Surplus funds would have been put towards sponsor- 
ing a symposium, Aspects of the Numtsmattes of North America, that 


but nevertheless compared favourably with attendances at most 

other western Canadian club shows. They were sufficiently high 

to ensure that none of the dealers complained much. On the contrary, 
dealer satisfaction with this and other Regina Coin Club Shows 

was made very apparent by the high number of early sales for the 
RCC's Fall Show due to be held on the 20th. ad 2ilst. October, of 

47 available tables, 42 were sold or held in reserve by the end 

of April, mostly to/by dealers at the Spring Show. 


Conributing factors to the success of the Spring Show include 
- the support of Saskatchewan's newspaper 
publishers and TV and radio stations, 
most of which announced the event to 
their readers/viewers/listeners 
- awell organized Classified Advertising 
campaign 
- the hanging of large posters by RCC 
members on strategically located 
bulletin boards and shop windows 
throughout the city 
- the distribution of "miniposters" 
(reminder notices) by RCC members 
to houses in their neighbourhood. 
Without each one of these forms of publicity, the Show might have 
had disastrously low public attendance. 


Coin Week North America Auction Sale in the Plains Room of the 
Plains Motor Hotel was held after the Coin and Stamp Show closed 
on Saturday night. All the material offered in the auction had 
been donated by 20 RCC members, each of whom is gratefully thanked 
for their generous support. Catalogues were prepared and sent to 
every RCC member and to all the bourse dealers, and were given to 
interested Spring Show visitors.Despite these efforts, and despite 
the high quality and wide variety of items contained in the auction, 
attendance at the event was limited to only 14 registered bidders. 
Consequently, buyers picked up some excellent bargains. The total 
income realized by the auction was $513 - well under the presale 
estimate of slightly over $800. However, the auction was enjoyed 
by all participants, especially the three junior members who - as 
they had last year —- entered into the spirit of the occasion with 
refreshing vigour. The money raised for Club funds will be put 
towards the July 1985 symposium after first being used to finance 
a Regina Trade Dollar Programme that is about to be put into 
operation jointly by the RCC and the Regina Exhibition Association 
(the dollar commemorates the Association's 100th. anniversary). 


Concluding Remarks 


Acting on the adage "You only get out of anything what you are 
prepared to put into tt", the Regina Coin Club gathered strong 
member support for its Coin Week activities. Nothing was done on 
a spur-of-the-moment basis. Months of planning and preparation 
went into each of the Ciub's major Coin Week undertakings. As a 
result, coin collecting remains a viable, vibrant hobby in this 
prairie city. The vibrancy is expected to flourish as the RCC and 


its members try to build up local enthusiasm as the CNA's 1985 
Annual Convention rushes closer and closer. Ties that have been 
formed with Saskatchewan businesses and corporations have been 
strengthened during Coin Week, and will be used to help to pro- 
mote effectively the '85 CNA Convention, now clearly visible 

on the horizon of the future. | 


During Coin Week, emphasis was not placed on recruiting new 
members for either the national or the local numismatic 
associations. 


Emphasis was placed on advocating the merits of numismatics as 

a creative, enjoyable leisure-time activity; on providing 
numismatists - both experienced and beginners - with opportunities 
to expand their collections, their knowledge, and their fields 

of interest; and on proving numismatics to be truly A FOUNDATION

It is directly linked to other 
Canadian cities by road (Greyhound) and rail (Via Rail), and is served 
by airlines (Air Canada, Pacific Western, Frontier) with direct daily 
flights to and from Calgary, Denver, Edmonton, Minot, Saskatoon, 
Toronto, Vancouver, and Winnipeg, and with connections to most 
other major North American cities.

COIN WEEK NORTH AMERICA 1984 
SOUVENIR BADGE 


The Regina Coin Club takes great pleasure in announcing the release of 
the third in its series of souvenir pin-backed badges issued to com- 
memorate and promote COIN WEEK NORTH AMERICA. 


Any profits realized through the sale of these badges will be used to help 
finance the 1985 Symposium - ASPECTS OF THE NUMISMATICS OF 
NORTH AMERICA. 


The 1984 badge features the obverse and reverse of three important and 
beautiful silver dollar-sized coins set in a circle on an attractive red 
background; all lettering is black. Each of the three countries that 
observe Coin Week - Canada, the United States of America and Mexico 
-is represented by a coin as follows: ; 

a) (at the top of the circle) the earliest Canadian silver dollar issued for 
circulation and the nation’s first commemorative coin, the 1935 
George V Silver Jubilee dollar; the regal portrait of the British king on 
the obverse was designed by Percy Metcalfe; the Voyageur reverse, 
so symbolic of early Canada, was the work of Emmanue! Hahn 

b) (at lower left) the earliest dollar of the fledgling United States of 
America, struck in Philadelphia in 1794; the obverse is graced by 
Robert Scot's Flowing Hair Liberty, the reverse by an elegant eagle 
perched within a laurel wreath 

c) (at lower right) the lovely “Caballito” (“little horse”) peso, dated 1911, 
minted in Mexico City; this coin’s nickname is derived from the 
superb reverse design created by French artist Charles Pillet. Liberty, 
cloaked, rides towards the left on horseback, behind her is a rayed 


sun rising above the horizon; the obverse displays a newly-styled Mex- . 


ican coat-of-arms. Caballitos were first issued in 1910 to com- 
memorate the centennial of Father Hidalgo’s cry - “Grito de dolores” 
-that catapulted Mexico into revolution against Spanish rule in 1810. 


A few 1982 (silver and black) and 1983 (gold, turquoise and black) 
badges are still available.
